On December 4, 1967, together with New Orleans Assistant 
District Attorney, Richard V. Burnes, I interviewed Abraham Bolden 
then confined to a United States prison in Springfield, Missouri. 

Bolden stated that he had been a Special Agent of the 
United States Secret Service and that he had been assigned to the 
White House detail. 

He stated that during October 1963 the Secret Service 
had been advised that an attempt to assassinate President Kennedy 
would be made in Chicago. Consequently the President's trip to 
Chicago was cancelled. * . 

.Bolden said that the identities of those who planned to 
assassinate the President in Chicago are known to the United Stater 
Secret Service. One of those whose nair.es are known to the Secret 
Service is known to Bolden as well. The name is the same as the 
name of a man independentl y so ught by District Attorney Garrison 
in connection with the assassination of President Kennedy. 

Bolden informed me that he sought to make this
